I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 


the  year  1921  : — 

Population  at  the  Census  in  1911  .  10,077 

Population  at  the  Census  in  1921  .  10,880 


Area,  11,574  statute  acres  (land  and  inland  water). 

The  district  consists  of  four  townships,  viz. :  Astley,  Culcheth, 
Kenyon,  and  Lowton,  which  are  divided  into  two  areas,  the 
township  of  Astley  being  separated  from  the  rest  of  the  district  by 
a  portion  of  the  Borough  of  Leigh. 

Lowton,  Kenyon  and  Culcheth  form  one  continuous  area  on 
the  southern  boundary  of  the  Leigh  Borough.  The  district  is  flat, 
and  most  of  the  land  is  agricultural.  The  subsoil  is  chiefly  clay, 
with  some  sand  and  gravel  in  places. 
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The  g-reater  portion  of  the  population  is  composed  of  the 
industrial  class,  and  these  inhabitants  are  mainly  employed  in 
Agriculture,  Cotton  Mills,  Coal  Mines,  and  Confectionery  Works. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT. 
Notifications  of  Births  were  received  in  228  cases. 


BIRTHS. 

During  1921  the  births  registered  in  the  district  numbered 
258 — Males,  137  ;  Females,  121 — giving  an  annual  birth  rate  of 
23*7  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  Included  in  the  above 
are  6  illegitimate  births,  5  Males  and  1  Female. 


DEATHS. 


The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  district  during  the  same 
period  numbered  150—79  were  males  and  71  females.  The

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WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  more  populated  portions  of  the  district  are  provided  with 
a  constant  supply  of  water  from  waterworks.  There  are,  however, 
a  number  of  farms  where  surface  wells  are  the  only  available  supply. 

Astley  is  supplied  by  Liverpool  water  from  the  Borough  of 
Leigh,  and  by  Manchester  Corporation  water  from  Tyldesley. 

Culcheth  and  Kenyon  are  supplied  by  the  County  Borough  of 
W  arrington. 

Lowton  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Liverpool  Corporation 
from  Abram,  and  also  from  Newton-in-Makerfield. 


WELLS. 


No  samples  of  well  water  has  been  submitted  for  analysis 
during  the  year,  but  the  use  of  the  water  from  three  wells  has 
been  discontinued  owing  to  the  wells  being  structurally  defective 
and  insufficient  supply  of  water. 

Five  houses  have  been  supplied  with  water  by  connections  to 
water  mains  : — 

4  in  Culcheth  ;  1  in  Kenyon. 
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It  is  advisable,  in  my  opinion,  to  continue  the  extension  of 
the  water  mains  wherever  possible  and  so  prevent  the  use  of 
surface  wells,  which  are  liable  to  become  polluted  at  any  time. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

Occasional  pollution  of  the  river  Glaze  in  Glazebury  has  taken 
place,  owing  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  existing  sewage  treatment, 
but  a  scheme  is  in  preparation,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  prevent 
this  pollution. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE, 

Astley. — The  greater  portion  of  the  sewage  is  discharged 
into  the  sewage  system  of  Tyldesley.  A  small  portion  is  dealt 
with  at  a  small  sewage  works  of  the  Council,  but  a  scheme  has 
now  been  prepared  for  pumping  this  sewage  into  the  Tyldesley 
sewers.  When  this  is  completed,  the  township  will  be  well 
sewered. 

Culcheth, — A  few  houses  in  this  township  are  connected  to  a 
small  sewage  bed  in  Glazebury,  The  sewage  of  the  remainder  is 
conveyed  into  sewage  ditches  and  cesspools,  and  these  are  cleaned 
out  regularly. 

Kenyon  consists  chiefly  of  scattered  farms.  The  sewage  is 
discharged  into  cesspools  and  sewage  ditches. 
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Lowton. — A  large  portion  of  this  township  is  properly  piped, 
and  the  sewage  is  conveyed  to  three  small  sewage  works,  but  it 
the  other  portion  of  the  township  the  sewage  is  discharged  into 
open  ditches.  It  has  been  recognized  that  the  method  in  use  in 
unsatisfactory,  and  a  scheme  has  been  prepared  to  lay  a  new  sewer 
from  Lowton  to  a  new  sewage  works  situated  in  Culcheth.  When 
this  is  completed,  the  drainage  and  sewerage  should  be  much 
improved.

SCAVENGING. 

The  Council  now  directly  employs  labour  for  this 
purpose.  The  refuse  is  collected  at  regular  intervals  in  the 
Council’s  own  motor  lorries,  and  deposited  in  tips  or  spread  on 
agricultural  land.  This  should  prove  a  satisfactory  method  of 
dealing  with  the  matter  in  a  scattered  rural  district.

BAKEHOUSES— 6. 

Twelve  inspections  have  been  made,  and  no  defects  were 
found.  They  are  structurally  satisfactory. 

CANAL  BOATS— 26/ 

1  wenty-six  inspections  have  been  made,  and  no  defects 
were  found. 

LODGING  HOUSES— 16. 

I  here  are  16  houses  let  in  lodgings  on  the  register.  25  inspec¬ 
tions  were  made,  and  5  defects  found  2  defective  drainage, 
2  limewashing,  and  1  defective  and  dangerous  floors.  These 
were  remedied, 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES— 3. 

There  are  three  slaughter  houses  in  the  district.  They  are 
licensed  and  structurally  satisfactory,  Two  defects  have  been 
dealt  with,  viz.,  defective  drainage  and  defective  floors. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES— 1. 

One  Glue  Works.  This  has  been  kept  under  observations. 
No  complaints  have  been  made  during  the  year. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS- 22. 

Forty-one  inspections  have  been  made  and  seven  defects 
remedied,  one  relating  to  fire  escapes,  five  to  sanitary  accommo¬ 
dation,  and  one  to  cleanliness. 


SCHOOLS— 12. 


These  have  been  visited,  and  attention  called  to  five  defects, 
viz.:  1  drainage,  2  ventilation,  2  sanitary  accommodation.  The 
privies  connected  with  the  Schools  are,  on  the  whole,  fairly 
satisfactory  for  a  Rural  District,  but  where  it  is  possible  to 
connect  to  an  efficient  sewer  it  is  advisable  to  substitute  water 
closets  in  place  of  the  existing  privy  minden.  The  refuse  is 
removed  regularly  by  the  Council’s  own  workmen. 


FOOD  SUPPLY. 


The  arrangements  for  the  supply  and  distribution  of  milk  is 
good.

There  was  one  prosecution,  viz,,  Astley  selling  adulterated 
milk  ;  fined  40/-  and  costs. 


There  are  120  Cowsheds  in  the  district  owned  by  63  keepers, 
and  265  inspections  have  been  made.  The  following  defects 
have  been  remedied  :  Ventilation,  1  ;  air  space,  1  ;  light,  1  ; 
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drainage,  4  ;  limewashing,  14.  The  cowsheds  in  several  cases 
are  badly  constructed.  More  air  space,  more  light,  better 
ventilation  and  drainage  are  required.  These  are  being  dealt  with. 

Other  Foods.— Forty-one  inspections  have  been  made  of 
Slaughter-houses  and  other  premises  where  food  is  manufactured, 
prepared,  stored  or  exposed  for  sale.  No  diseased  or  unsound 
food  has  been  condemned  during  the  year.

The  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year  numbered 
146,  compared  with  141  in  1920  and  151  in  1919.

One  case  was  notified  during  the  year  in  Astley.  The  case 

died. 


SMALLPOX. 

The  district  was  free  from  this  disease. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

Eighty-nine  cases  were  notified,  twenty-five  occurring  in 
persons  under  five  years  of  age,  and  sixty-four  in  persons  over 
five  years  of  age — twenty-one  in  Astley,  forty-eight  in  Culcheth, 
none  in  Kenyon,  twenty  in  Lowton.

DIPHTHERIA  AND  MEMBRANEOUS  CROUP. 

Six  cases  were  notified.  Three  occurred  in  persons  under 

five  years  of  age  ;  three  occurred  in  persons  over  five  years  of 

ag-e  ; — two  in  Lowton,  four  in  Astley.  Deaths — none.

Six  cases  were  notified,  all  in  persons  over  five  years  one 
in  Lowton,  three  in  Culcheth,  and  two  in  Astley.

Eight  occurred  in  pet  sons 
under  five  years  of  age,  and  eighteen  occurred  in  persons  over 
five  years  of  age.  Five  were  in  Lowton,  twenty  in  Astley,  and 
one  in  Culcheth.  Deaths,  18.

All  cases  were  visited,  and  instructions  given  as  to  the 
necessary  precautions  to  be  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the 
disease.  Seven  cases  were  removed  to  Tuberculosis  Sanatoria  at 
Mount  Pleasant,  Ainsworth,  Bowdon,  Luneside,  and  Meathop. 
The  houses  were  disinfected  afterwards. 

Three  deaths  occurred  from  Phthisis.  The  death-rate  from 
Phthisis  is  0*27  ;  3  Males,  0  Females.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

One  specimen  was  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Manchester.  Outfits  are  available  for  the  medical  men  prac¬ 
tising  in  the  area.

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SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  staff  consists  of  Medical  Officer  (part-time)  and  Inspector 
of  Nuisancees  (whole-time),  who  is  also  Inspector  of  Canal  Boats, 
Dairies  and  Cowsheds,  Factories  and  Workshops,  and  also 
Designated  Officer  under  the  Housing  Acts. 

Sufficient  Hospital  accommodation  is  provided  for  ordinary 
Infectious  Disease  and  Small-Pox  by  the  Leigh  Joint  Hospital 
Board,  the  Leigh  Rural  District  Council  being  one  of  the 
Constituent  Authorities.  A  Washington-Lyon  steam  disinfector 
is  available  for  the  disinfection  of  Bedding  and  Clothing, 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  accommodated  in  sanatoria  under 
the  Lancashire  County  Council’s  supervision.  Surgical,  Maternity 
and  other  cases  requiring  treatment  in  hospital  are  sent  to  the 
various  hospitals  in  surrounding  towns,  chiefly  Leigh,  Salford  and 
Manchester. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

Intectious  cases  are  removed  by  the  Leigh  Joint  Hospital 
Board  Ambulance. 

Non-Infectious  and  Accident  Cases  are  conveyed  by  Loeal 
Colliery  Ambulances  voluntarily.  Many  cases  have  been  couveyed 
bv  the  Leigh  Borough  Ambulance,  but  I  am  informed  that  this  is 
now  forbidden.  \  consider  it  imperative  that  some  understanding 
should  be  reached  between  your  Council  and  the  Leigh  Borough  in 
order  that  urgent  cases  may  be  conveyed  without  delay. 

NURSING. 

Midwives. — There  are  five  registered  practising  midwives  in 
your  district.  This  number  appears  to  be  sufficient. 

Nurses. — There  are  no  District  Nurses.  This  is  highly 
regrettable.  It  is  desirable  that  these  should  be  at  least  two  ;  one 
for  Astley  district  and  one  for  the  remainder  of  the  Rural  District.

districts.  Boring  operations  for  Coal  are  taking  place,

Overcrowding  is  gradually  being  reduced  by  families  removing 
into  the  Council’s  new  houses.

(3)  The  Council  propose  building-  sufficient  houses  to 
relieve  the  situation.  Schemes  for  the  erection  of  houses  have  been 
approved  by  the  Housing  Commissioners  in  Astley,  Newchurch, 
Glazebury,  and  Lowton. 

One  hundred  and  forty-five  houses  are  in  various  stages  of 
building,  69  in  Astley,  44  in  Lowton,  32  in  Culcheth. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-five  houses  have  been  tenanted 
during  the  year  Astley,  47  ;  Culcheth,  31  ;  Lowton,  53  ; 
Kenyon,  4. 

(III.)  FITNESS  OF  HOUSES. 

(1)  The  general  standard  of  the  houses  in  the  district  is  good, 
but  a  number  exist  which  require  attention.  Badly  constructed 
bedrooms,  dampness,  insufficient  ventilation  owing  to  windows 
being  fixed,  are  defects  frequently  found. 

(2  &  3)  As  many  defects  as  possible  are  being  remedied 
without  issuing  Closing  Orders,  but  as  the  opportunity  occurs 
unfit  houses  are  being  closed,  and  the  occupiers  placed  in  the 
Council’s  new  houses.
